Romanian

VIENNA, May 30—An announce- 
ment today by the Romanian of- 
ficial press agency that Vice Pre- 
miers Vasile Luca and Teohari 
Georgescu had been expelled from 
the central committee of the Ru- 
manian Communist Party _indi- 
cated that Romania, like Czecho- 
slovakia, is to have its purge with 
a show trial to follow. 

More difficult to interpret was 
the announcement that Anna Pau- 
ker, vice premier and foreign sec- 
retary, had been dropped from the 
Number Two post she had occu- 
pied in the Rumanian policy bu- 
reau and had been given post num- 
ber five on the organization bu- 
reau. The organizing bureau has 
always been considered a subsidi- 
ary organization in Romania and 
there was speculation § today 
whether this indicated that Anna 
Pauker was also on the way out. 
If she were, her fall would be 
regarded as a second Slansky af- 
fair, in which Rudolph Slansky, 
former deputy premier and Com- 
munist secetary is a principal vic- 
tim. Observers of Romanian. af- 
fairs, however, recalled that her 
star has often seemed to be in a’ 
decline and has as ‘often risen 
again. 

Whether or not they were per- 
sonally responsible, Luca and 
Georgescu are apparently to be 
made scapegoats for the misfire of 
the recent Romanian currency con- 
version and scandals which were 
associated with it. This second 
currency “‘reform,’’ like the first 
some four years ago, deprived the 
people of their savings and this 
time it was the workers as well 
as the former middle classes who 
suffered. There was a wave of hos- 
tile demonstrations by workers. 
The peasants simply cease to sup- 
ply the cities as a result, prices 
in the new currency began to rise 
steeply. 

These developments coincided 
with rumors that certain people in 
the regime had been favored in an 
exchange of the old lie against the 
new. Since Luca was minister of 
finance he was the logical scape- 
goat. On March 8 he was relieved 
of his post and he has now been 
purged from the party. 

Luca was one of three leading 
figures in the Romanian regime, 
along with Anna Pauker and G. 
Gheorghiu-Dej. Himself an old Ro- 
manian Communist, he spent the 
war years in Moscow and re- 
turned with the Red army along 
with Anna Pauker. He had helped 
to purge the Romanian Commu- 
nist Party, to expropriate the mid- 
die classes, and to deliver the 
country over to Russia, All this has 
not saved him.

Acheson Receives Truman’s Praise 
West German Alliance

WASHINGTON, May 30—Secretary of State Acheson returned today from a week- 
long series of meetings and ceremonies in Europe aimed at binding West Germany to the 
Atlantic defense system and promptly received President Truman’s praise for a “great 


contribution to the peace of the world.” 


Acheson, landing at the National 
Airport at 11:10 this morning, de- 
scribed his week in Bonn and Paris 
as ‘‘strenuous, useful and success- 
ful,’ and he predicted the agree- 
ments. signed there would con- 
tribute to the security of ‘‘our 
country and our allies.”’ 

Acheson said the work of the 
free nations now shifts from the 
task of negotiation to one of legis- 
lative consideration, in order that 
the many nations involved in the 
agreements might ratify the meas- 
ures signed in the past week. 

In an aside to his secretary of 
state, Mr. Truman said: 

“It will be successful. I have no 
doubt about that.”’ 

The President and Acheson had 
already talked seriously and pri- 
vately for several minutes, and the 
President had suggested that the 
Secretary go directly to his farm 
in Maryland and report at the 
White House Monday instead of to- 
day, as originally planned. 

It is expected the administration 
will seek Senate approval some 
time next week of the peace con- 
tract with West Germany and the 
extension of the North Atlantic 
Treaty guarantees to the Bonn 
government. 

The President chatted informally 
with members of the diplomatic 
corps and their families for sev- 
eral minutes before The _ Inde- 
pendence, his personal airliner, 
arrived with the secretary and his 
party. 

He grasped Acheson’s hand as 
soon as the secretary alighted from 
the plane, and the two spoke in- 
tently, the President serious and

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South Has Won 
A Tough Battle 


The South finally has shaken one of 
the last remaining shackles which have 
held it in bondage, politically and eco- 
nomically, since the War Between the 
States. 

While victory in the fight for freight 
rate equality was inevitable, it can be 
attributed to a number of factors. 

First of all, it indicates the growing 
resurgence of the South as a factor in 
the nation’s economic and political pic- 
ture growing out of a revolution in pro- 
duction and diversification in agricul- 
ture and industry. It is an outgrowth of 
a new aggressiveness stemming from 
the healing of old wounds and an ac- 
ceptance by the South that it is indeed 
a dynamic, thriving part of the nation. 

We are likely to forget the economic 
and political differences which played 
such a major part in precipitating that 
fratricidal war of almost a century ago 
—the conflicting agricultural and in- 
dustrial interests and philosophies which 
developed with increasing bitterness. 

As it has throughout history when 
put to the test of war, industry won and 
thesSouth lapsed into a semicolonial 

system as producer of raw materials, 
with government protecting the indus- 
trial areas holding the political power. 
Along with tariffs, the freight rate dif- 
ferential was one of these protective 
devices. 

As the industrial center has shifted 
southward and westward from New 
England, under great handicaps, a more 
diverse and democratic political and 
economic balance has worked to elimi- 
nate discriminations and favoritism. All 
of this is to the good. 

As recently as 1936, it cost a South- 
ern manufacturer 39 per cent more to 
ship his products from a Southern plant 
to a Northern market than vice versa. 
Rates always were lowest for Northern 
centers where industry was then con- 
centrated, along with the corporate 
wealth of the railroads. Length of hauls 
was no factor. 

The net result was that Southerners 
could not compete on an equal economic 
‘basis with the North.» Although we 
possessed the resources and the natural 
advantages, industry hesitated to move 
into the area. As Walter McDonald, 
who has played an important part in the 
fight, said recently: “The South had 60 
per cent of the nation’s standing forests, 
but we manufactured not a single axe 
handle. Our region planted most of the 
row crops, yet not a single trace chain 
for a plow was made in the South.” 

Despite the handicaps, industry did 
develop in the South to be near the 
Southern markets and raw materials. 
To compete under the freight rate dif- 
ferential, however, manufacturers were 
forced to pay their labor less to com- 
pensate for the higher cost of moving 
their products to market centers outside 
the South. 

There was never any real economic 
justification or fairness in the unjust 
freight rate structure. Removal of this 
government-supported inequality means 
the South will no longer be penalized 
to benefit other sections. The entire 
country will be strengthened as a result.

Albert D. Lasker Was 


A Great American 


The death Friday in New York of 
72-year-old Albert D. Lasker removes 
a great leader from the American scene. 

Born in Germany of American par- 
ents, he came to the United States and 
organized one of the world’s greatest 
advertising agencies. Personally, he 
showed the nation the way to new and 


better methods of advertising and mer- 


chandising. 

Mr. Lasker served under two presi- 
dents, in the Wilson administration as 
special assistant in the Agriculture de- 
partment, under Harding as chairman 
of the United States Shipping Board. 
His philanthropies were as varied as his 
interests. 

Among his other services was that 
to baseball at the time of the Black Sox 
scandal when the game was on trial, 
with the death sentence possible. Part 
owner of the Chicago Cubs, Mr. Lasker 
worked hard to save the national pas- 
time. It was the Lasker plan of re- 
organization, which led to the naming of 
Kennesaw Landis as first baseball com- 
missioner, that gave the game first a 
reprieve and then a pardon. 

His contributions to our way of life 
were many. The nation shall always be 
in his debt.

In Constant Fear 
Of Knock on Door . 


“No man can live in peace unless the 
Iron Curtain is abolished. No man can 
enjoy a feeling of personal security 
when his brother in the East lives in 


constant fear of an unexpected knock on 
the door.” 

That sounds like the mumblings of 
some militant politician seeking votes. 

It isn’t. 

Approximately 100 newsmen whose 
homes were in Eastern Europe made the 
plea, in Berlin recently, saying they 
spoke for “over a thousand journalists 
who have chosen exile rather than to 
write in newspapers controlled by Com- 
munists.” 

These members of the Federation of 
Refugee Journalists from Eastern 
Europe addressed an appeal to the peo- 
ples behind the Iron Curtain that a 
“policy of liberation” is the only way to 
save the world from communism. 

They pledged themselves to “warn 
the free peoples of the world that your 
fate awaits them unless they check ag- 
gression at once; that your fate awaits 
them unless you are liberated.” 

Turning to the West, the journalists 
appealed for preservation of freedom of 
the press, saying that as long as people 
are kept informed “they will never al- 
low a Communist minority, however 
ruthless, unscrupulous and determined it 
may be, to seize power.” 

= The human heart demands and needs 
freedom. May we continue to encourage 
this desire in the hearts of all free peo- 
ples as well as in those of the enslaved 
to the end that someday all men will 
again have liberty.

Many Cities Are Beset 


With Ragged Edges 


Many cities, like Dallas, have been beset 
by the problem of ragged fringes. Not al- 
ways can annexation keep a jump ahead of 
population growth. Some fringe commuuni- 
ties don’t want to come in. And sometimes 
the city hesitates to take on an added bur- 
den. 

In Michigan, Grand Rapids has gone a 
long way toward solving this problem 
through the sale of city services to people 
in areas outside its limits. It has provided 
water, sewerage and fire protection, but 
only after the outside communities have im- 
posed subdivision and zoning controls. 

Such a plan, used in cases where prompt 
annexation is not practical, is good insur- 
ance against future civic headaches. To 
some degree, it provides for orderly develop- 
ment of areas that likely will be taken into 
the city later. When annexation comes later, 
there will be less need for doing over serv- 
ice jobs at great expense to taxpayers.

Bitterness Grows 


Within the GOP 


WASHINGTON—The stormy session 
kicked up by Taft and Eisenhower forces at 


the Texas Republican state convention is % 


but an outward manifestation of the grow- 
ing bitterness that has been boiling beneath 
the surface among supporters of the two 
leading contenders for the party presidential 
nomination. 

What happened in Texas is more or less 
typical of the deep feeling of animosity 
that has grown up between the two rival 

ssa camps elsewhere. Eisen- 

hower supporters walked 
out of the Lone Star State 
Republican convention 
and set up a rump meet- 
ing of their own after 
charging the Taft people 
with fraud and political 
trickery in selecting the 
Slate of delegates to be 
sent to the party national 
conclave in July. 

A situation is develop- 
ing that is fraught with peril for the Repub- 
licans, and, by the same token, one that is 
causing Democratic hopes to rise. Already 
it has caused one seasoned Democratic 
observer, Senator George of Georgia, to pre- 
dict that both Senator Taft and General 
Eisenhower will be eliminated as possible 
GOP nominees. Watching from the sidelines 
the fight tlrat has been shaping up, he is 
now convinced that the two leading rivals 
have killed each other off. 

After a showdown at the convention in 
which neither the Ohio Senator nor General 
Ike will be able to command a majority, he 
believes that sober heads of the party will 
have to take charge and throw the nomina- 
tion to some outside candidate—or face dis- 
aster at the November election. 

The alternative may be, if either Eisen- 
hower or Taft is nominated, for the losing 
faction to sit on its hands in the election 
campaign and allow the presidential con- 
test to go to the Democrats by default. It 
has happened before in American political 
history. 

The bitterness does seem to have grown 
that great. What is more, it promises to get 
worse before’ the convention meets. Gen- 
eral Ike’s return to the United States will be 
designed to aggravate the situation. 

To understand the feeling that has been 
engendered, it is only necessary to point out 
that, for their part, the Taft people look on 
General Eisenhower as something of an in- 
terloper who has no real standing in the 
party. But for his intervention in the cam- 
paign, they fee] that Taft would have won 
the nomination hands down with Governor 
Thomas E. Dewey self-eliminated and most 
of the party organization workers strongly 
backing him. That is probably true.

20,000 Students 


For University? 


Roy V. Harris issued the other day what 
appears to be a reasonable call. He de- 
clared the University System should have 
20,000 students. Since no time limit was 
placed on this estimation of pursuit of 
higher education, it can possibly be assumed 
that the desired goal is somewhere in the 
future, awaiting no doubt a more settled 
world.

“We don’t have as 
many college studente in 
this state as we should, 

compared with. other states in population,”’ 
Mr. Harris stated in a speech. The figures 
back him up. 

Since the fine points of the 1950 census 
have yet to be wrung out of the calculating 
machines in Washington, it is necessary to 


go back to the 1940 nose-counting to estab- | 


lish a basis for Georgia’s educational rank- 
ing as compared to collegiate levels of the 
rest of the nation. 


In 1940 the census for the first time took 
a reading on the amount of higher educa- 
tion possessed by the adult populations (25 
years of age and over). Georgia showed a 
percentage of 3.3 in the age-group quizzed. 
That percentage of the population age 25 
years and over had completed four or more 
years of college work. 

This figure was higher than five other 
Southeastern states and lower than five—in 
the middle, one might say. The highest per- 
centage was in Florida. That state regis- 
tered 5. 

The Strayer Group which took a long look 
at Georgia’s educational (higher) system a 
few years ago came up with some long- 
range estimations of college attendance in 
the University System. They looked as far 
as 44,540. 

The Strayer team plotted enrollment 
through the years, and predicted the figure 
left dangling at the end of the last para- 
graph would be attained by the 1964-65 term. 
The Strayer people foresaw a drop in the 
years we're going through right now. This 
would be due to decline of veteran enroll- 
ment and the decline in births during the 
depression years of the 30’s. (The Korean 
War began after the Strayer report was fin- 
ished, and this factor has been responsible 
for even a greater decline than anticipated.) 

The report goes on to state that after 
1954 the rise in college students is expected 
to be steady. In the late 50’s and in the 60’s 
the great crop of children born during the 
war years will be reaching college age. 
Then we will surely be at the 50,000 mark, 
or beyond. 

It is well that planning and building is 
now being advanced for the future. Cer- 
tainly Georgia shall need many new college 
buildings. And we’ve got to get the poten- 
tial leaders into them. The problem is this 
(from the current annual report of the Re- 
gents of the University System of Georgia) : 

“The studies made by the Strayer com- 
mittee indicated that 36 per cent of the top 
25 per cent of high school graduates in Geor- 
gia never go to college because they lack 
the necessary money.”

You asked for me to come 
back and repeat the Psalm, but you re- 
mained silent when my friend here was 
seated. The difference? I shall tell you. 


“I know the Psalm but he knows the 
Shepherd !’’

Perhaps the figure of the shepherd and 
the flock may mean little to the modern 
city dweller. Yet, if ever a people of this 
earth resembled a flock of frightened sheep, 
it is now. Governments are afraid of each 
other. People are afraid of their govern- 
ments, of other people and of themselves. 

This Psalm of David has sung its way 
across the barriers of time, race and lan- 
guage. For 25 centuries it has been treas- 
ured in the hearts of people. Today it is 
more beloved than ever before. 

The reason it lives? Not just because 
it is great literature. Because it tells that 
above all the strife and fears, the hungers 
and weaknesses of mankind it tells us there 
is a Shepherd. 

A Shepherd who knows His sheep one by 
one, who is abundantly able to provide, 
who guides and protects and at the close 
of the day opens the door to the sheep- 
fold—the house not made with hands.

TOKYO, May 30—(INS)—Empress Nagako—first lady of Japan— 
lives in a five-room bungalow with Oriental traditions, Occidental 
furniture, 13 lady companions and the emperor. 


Before Pearl Harbor, she had 
a mammoth palace instead of 
the bungalow, a crew of 20 hand: 
ladies instead of 13. 


About the only facet of her 
royal status that hasn’t changed 
is her relationship with Emperor 
Hirohito whom she wed proudly 
and maybe sight-unseen in Janu- 
ary, 1924. There is no record of 
any meeting before the wedding 
day. 

On April 28, she technically re- 
sumed her old position as em- 
press of a self-governing coun- 
try ana in celebration of the 
event, she appeared at two 
Tokyo ceremonies. 


WEARS WESTERN GARB 


She showed up in western 
clothes—the calf-length silk Sun- 
day best variety a middle-aged 
American housewife might wear 
to the garden club luncheon. 
Nagako has become adapted to 
western styles, seldom wears 
traditional Japanese clothes on 
certain ceremonial occasions or 
at royal family affairs. 


Some of the Japanese people 
will respect her for that, others 
severely criticize. But Nagako 
has always been a subject for 
respect and criticism, from the 
prewedding days. 


When she was chosen crown 


princess-elect in 1918 (she was 
then 15 years old), she let her- 
self in for adulation, ridicule and 
nationwide inspection. 

Today, with the offspring ma- 
ture enough to take little of her 
daily routine, the Empress lives 
the life of a pampered house- 
wife. 

She has five ladies in waiting, 
all widows, and eight maids, one 
of whom has graced her boudoir 
for 18 years. 


READS ATLANTA NOVEL 


Nagako has other housewifely 
talents which she enthusiastically 
—but seldom—indulges. They are 
sewing clothes for. distribution to 
disaster victims and inmates of 
old people’s homes, and knitting. 

She seldom makes public ap- 
pearances, but when she does 
she impresses her people and sets 
trends. 

The westernization of Japan is 
a trend, in fact, that Empress 
Nagako despite her royal herit- 
age has helped to sponsor. The 
shock was felt pleasantly 
throughout Japan when it was 
learned that Hirohito and his wife 
had given up raw fish for break- 
fast in favor of toast, eggs and 
fruit. And that Nagako’s person- 
al preference in literature was 
“Gone With the Wind.”

There is no getting around it, 
reducing: is often a big proposi-

And since it’s the evening meal 
that is too high in calories, that 
is the one to diminish. 

With 42,000,000 overweight. in 
our country, it’s high #tme to 
plan meals with fewer ealories, 
and the meal to streamline is 
dinner.
